On 4 Aug the International Criminal Court in Hague was sent evidence to begin 
investigating alleged Crimes Against Humanity, on behalf of (now) over half a million 
signatories that form one of the largest petitions tabled in the history of the Australian 
Parliament (since 1901). 


"Instances of state sponsored psychological torture have been determined as occurring 

in London U.K. by the United Nations Special Rapporteur on Torture and other Cruel, 
Inhuman or Degrading Treatment or Punishment. This determination was established after 
assessment of Julian Assange by way of the Istanbul Protocol by a team of specialised 
medical experts." 


Since this is a legal process occurring outside UK jurisdiction, you as a UK law maker 
should be free to publicly support it without fear of breaking any UK or parliamentary or 
‘sub judice' laws and rules (for example, with respect to the Julian Assange ‘show trial’ in 
London).
